Ho « 1 is the central railroad station* It consists of the following 
buildings which are constructed of tricks 


a 0 Two contiguous buildings® 6o meters long and l6«20 meters wide* 
One is a two-story and the other a one-story building* These 
building*! house the offices of the station® the telegraph office© 
the telephone® the cafe-restaurant® the barter shop® two waiting 
rooms E and the offices of the secret police* The police force 
consists of three persons who wear military uniform and. check on 
the passengers and on movement in general within the railroad 
station* 


b. A one-story huilding® 10 meters long and eight meters wide* It 
Is situated 10*15 meters west of the previous buildings* It is 
used as a email storehouse for the station* 


c* A one-story building® 40 meters long and 10 meters wide* It Is 
located exactly opposite the small storehouse of the station on 
the other side of the street* It is used as offices by the secret 
police of the railroad station, who are called Hallway Militia of 
the Ministry of State Security® This police force 13 comprised 
of 20 persons xvhose duty it is to assure the security of the 
railroad line. Source aays that these MSB officers travel con«* 
tlnually and make spot-checks of the passengers while on the 
trains* They also investigate violations of the regulations 
laid down by the railroad administration* Within the same 
buildlngi, but In a separate section® is housed the health center 
of the railroad station. Tills is composed of one doctor® his 
assistant,® and a zxurse. 


There are eight to ten shops for the repair of railroad engines. 
These are located along the line opposite the central building 
of the station. 
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loo % is the railroad station fop the oil wells e This is a one-story 
kdlding about 60 deter® long 20 meters vide« 


Moo 3 indicates barracks and an air force school, Those buildings are 
situated at a distance of about 300 motors northeast of the railroad 
station for the oil wells. 


&o She barracks consist of eight to ten buildings* of whioh three 
are of two stories and the rest are one-story® smallest 
of these buildings is ten to twelve meters long and 10 meters 
wi&es the largest is 50 meters long and about 30 meters wide, 
3hes© barracks are occupied by the men of the 84th Battalion* 
but the/ are large enough for a regiment of three to four 
thousand mono 

h, She air force school has one large two^ story building located 
about 50 meters south of the barracks. This building houses 
th@ offices of the administration of the school and also the 
student aviators who receive their theoretical training in it, 
Practical training of these students is given at the city 
airfield c • 

o 4 is the &arod Holofc (sics £&vod JSerp i Molot?), a large foundry. 

It is located at a distance of 60G meters northwest of the barracks, 
This foundry manufactures and repairs the followings 

a. Oil drillsing machinery 
b* Pumps for pumping oil 
e« Machinery for oil refining 
d& All kinds of ammunition 
©o Tarious tractors 

to Parm machinery and other civilian goods 

In 1947, about 20 to 25 thousand (sic) workmen were employed in this 

foundry. 


Mo, 5 is a bakeay and flour mill, 

a® The state bakery supplies 95$ of the inhabitants of the city 

with bread, (She population of Qrosni in 1947 was about 300,000®) 
Its equipment is all electric-powered* but source does not know 
any details about it® She bakery employs about 500 to 700 workmen, 

b, The flour mill supplies the entire city of Grosni and h«nf the 
people of the province with flour, 

c. Sh© flour mill has its own electric generator* which supplies 
power to the bakery also. 

Hoc 6 Is the old electric power plant of the city of Orosml* This plant 
was in operation until 193©* How the building houses only the offices 
of the new olectrlc power plant, The new plant is located at a distance 
of 16 kdlomot.ere from Grozni on the railroad line running to the oil 
field and in 600 meters north of that line® The power plant consists 
of two parts* one of which produces about 7,500 kilowatts and the other 
3^500 kilowatts . 


Mo , 7 is a settlement of workers, engineers, and employees of the oil 
refineries, fh© Communist leaders of the city also live there, She 
settlement is called in Bussiaa Staliaski Baion* 


Mo® 8 Indicates various warehouses for foodstuff s fl merchandise, and clothing, 
^hey begin 50 meters north of the flour mill,

the Elver Su&aha, Over this bridge passes the tram which run© be- 
tween Be-, ? and Bo, 5 on the sketch map.
